F kidneys and heart fail to function as they should, there may 


be swelling of the ankles and legs. The eyelids, too, may be puffy 
and the fingers so enlarged that the rings cannot be removed. 


These symptoms are more commonly due to failure of proper kidney 
action than to anything else. 


There is another trouble of a similar na- 


ture. In this there is an escape of quantities of 
fluid into spaces of the body where it does not 
belong. The laymen speak of the condition as 
"dropsy." The doctors call it "ascites." 


In this condition a watery fluid collects 


in the abdominal cavity, or the "peritoneal cav- 
ity," as the anatomists name it 
Normally, this 


space holds nothing but coils of intestines, and 
there is just enough moisture to afford lubrica- 
tion. 
But in dropsy there may be gallons of 


fluid in the cavity. 
Even so marked and unmistakable a symp- 


tom as this is not regarded as a disease. 
It is 


not a disease in the true sense. 
Dropsy is the 


visible-sign of some physical disturbance, rarely 
in the abdomen itself but usually in the liver, 
the heart or the kidneys.

F k idneys and heart fall to function as they should, there may 
be swelling of the ank les and legs. The eyelids, too, may be puffy 
and the fingers so enlarged that the rings cannot be removed. 
These symptoms are more commonly due to failure of proper k idney 
action than to anything else. 
There is another trouble of a similar na­ 
ture. 
In this there is an escape of quantities of 
fluid into spaces of the body where it does not 
belong. 
The laymen speak of the condition as 
“ dropsy.” 
The doctors call it “ascites.” 
In this condition a watery fluid collects 
in the abdominal cavity, or the “ peritoneal cav­ 
ity,” as the anatomists name it. 
Normally, this 
space holds nothing but coils of intestines, and 
there is just enough moisture to afford lubrica­ 
tion. 
But in dropsy there may be gallons of 
fluid in the cavity. 
Even so mark ed and unmistak able a symp­ 
tom as this is not regarded as a 
disease. 
It is 
not a disease in the true sense. 
Dropsy is the 
visible sign of some physical disturbance, rarely 
in the abdomen itself but usually in the liver, 
the heart or the k idneys. 
The quantity of fluid may be so great as to stretch the sk in 
of the abdom en.* The wall is tight as a drum. In a case where there 
is so much fluid the cause is per

E hear a lot about intelligence. 
The word is used th6U£ &hus

E hear a lot about intelligence 
times a day. 
Yet what does it really mean? 
Definitions are usually unsatisfactory. 
They attem pt to 
condense too much, to present a subject too concisely. 
Nevertheless, one m ight define intelligence as 
th e ability of an individual to adjust his think ing 
to the ever-changing conditions and problems of 
life. 
/ 
The gist of this definition of intelligence is 
adaptability. 
This does not, however, conform 
to the average concept of intelligence. 
Some confuse it with the ability to learn new 
facts. If a person learns a new language a t forty 
he is called intelligent. 
Such a person is clever, 
he has talent, but he may not necessarily be 
intelligent. 
Neither does intelligence m ean the fund of 
inform ation stored away in the mind. 
Intelligence does not mean memory power. 
These are common 
conceptions 
but none 
is 
correct. 
Unless a person can use his inform ation, his 
memory, any of his abilities, and mak e them 
adaptable, we cannot rightfully call him intelligent. 
On the other hand, a person may be intelligent whose learning 
ability is very limited, who has a poor memory and whose am ount ot 
general or special inform ation is exceedingly m eagre 
T hat is why no am ount 
of school 


LOUIS E BISCH 


lng—not even a college education— 
will, of necessity, m ak e a person 
intelligent. 


Such training undoubtedly helps. 
It expands the 
mind, 
widens its 
grasp. But unless all this k nowledge 


tends itself readily for use in any 
circum stance—in other words, can 
be made adaptable—it will not pro­ 
m ote the intelligence of the individ­ 
ual possessing it one single bit. 
T his also explains why people with 
vory little education are often ex­ 
ceedingly intelligent. They may not 
k now much, but their command or 
w hat they do k now Is such that they 
are able to turn it to practical use. 
A person with little actual k nowl­ 
edge but great intelligence is a muah 
m ore valuable member of society 
than a person with a great amount 
of k nowledge but little Intelligence. 
Therefore mak e your k nowledge 
work for you if you would be intelli­ 
gent.

Change it when the need rises. Mak e 
it adaptable.

Was Eight, Too 


John Stevenson, "Master Farm- 


er" of Pickaway-co., grows pota- 
toes in a real way on his farm in 
Jucksori-twp. 


So much so that Stevenson has 


been given a write-up in the Farm 
and Fireside mega^ine. John R. 
Fleming, extension news editor 
of Onio State University, writer 
the story about him. It follows- 


John Stevenson of Pickaway 


County. Ohio, has been growing 
potatoes under r,traw since he was 
eight years old. 
It started this 


way: 


"Son, 
said his father, "better 


throw some of these potatoes to 
the hogs." 


Young John dumped the pota- 


toes :nto a feed lot near the barn. 
Some of them rolled out of sight 
under the edge of the straw pile 
and the pigs never did find them. 


Late that spring young John 


was surprised to see green vines 
pushing up through the 
straw. 


For a moment he wondered how 
potato 
vines happened 
to be 


growing in that straw pile. Then 
he remembered. 


toes are not bothered with, cur- 
iously enough, is the potato bug. 
Not long ago the Stevensons had 
u low of strawed and one of un- 
strawed potatoes growing side by 
side. Potato bugs nearly ate up 
the unstrawed spuds but at 
no 


time 
ventured 
over 
into 
the 


straw. 


It isn't every farmer, Mr. Stev- 


enson believes, that can afford to 
grow potatoes under straw. In 
his judgment il takes a light, 
sandy loam, well drained, such as 
he has on his Scioto Valley farm. 
On a heavy, poorly drained soil 
the straw might make matters far 
worse in a wet season.

On the Fourth of July it is easy 
to glorify war. 
Memorial Day is 
different. 
The 
two 
supplement 


each other. 
One recalls the stirring m em­ 
ories of righteous and 
successful: 
w ar; the other recalls grief and 1 
sadness inseparable from all wars. 
In these latter y ears, 
Memorial 
D ay is m ore suited to the popular 
mood than Independence Day . We 
take our freedom for granted; and 
in view of the cost and com para­ 
tive fruitlessness of this last great 
w a r 
we 
are, as a veteran ex ­ 
presses it, “sore on all w ars.” 
Thus every recurrence of Mem­ 
orial Day since the World W ar 
brings a new wave of peace talk. 
I t is natural just now, especially , 
because of our governm ent’s lead­ 
ership in a new, radical undertak ­ 
ing, to “outlaw w ar.” 
This is an ultim ate ideal. 
All 
thinking men m ust 
realize 
that 
w arfare is essentially foolish, un­ 
necessary and wicked; th a t w ars 
of aggression are intolerable, and 
th a t there should be peaceful sub­ 
stitutes 
for 
“w ars of righteous­ 
ness.” 
If it is wicked for private 
citizens to kill each other, it is 
wicked for people grouped in na­ 
tions to kill each other. 
If civil­ 
ized m an can outlaw and minimize 
m urder am ong private citizens, he 
should 
be 
able 
to 
do the same 
thing am ong nations. 
But 
pro­ 
gress to th a t end is difficult and 
slow. 
We still have our outlaws kill­ 
ing in private feuds. 
We 
may 
long have nations running am uck 
occasionally and killing for gain 
or vengeance. 
Peace, like free­ 
dom, “broadens slowly from pre­ 
cedent to precedent.” 
Outlawing 
w a r probably requires close, com­ 
plete 
international 
organization, 
w ith universal police force 
and 
authoritative 
world 
courts, mo­ 
deled after those we have to con­ 
trol 
domestic 
crime. 
Manifestly 
the world courts, modeled after 
the world is not y et ready for 
such drastic internationalism . We 
can move only step by step. 
So 
assured peace m ust wait. 
Meanwhile the seed for future 
dem ilitarism is to think peace and 
talk peace. 
Memorial Day is the 
best day in the y ear for it.

John Stevenson, “M aster F a rm ­ 
er” of Pickaway -co., grows pota­ 
toes in a real wmy on his farm in 
Jaekson-tw p, 
So m uch so th a t Stevenson has 
been given a w rite-up in the F a rm 
and Fireside megazine. 
Joh n R. 
Fleming, ex tension news 
editor 
of Onio S tate University , w rites 
the story about him. 
It follow's: 
John Stevenson 
of 
Pickaw ay 
County , Ohio, has 
been grow ing 
potatoes under ctraw since be w as 
eight y ears old. 
It sta rte d 
this 
way : 
“Son. said his 
father, 
“better 
throw some of these potatoes to 
the hogs.” 
Young John dumped 
the pota­ 
toes m to a feed lot near the barn. 
Some of them rolled out of sight 
under the edge of the s tra w pile 
and the pigs never did find them. 
L ate th a t spring y oung 
John 
wTas surprised to see green vines 
pushing up through 
the 
straw . 
F or a m om ent he wondered how' 
potato 
vines 
happened 
to 
be 
grow ing in th a t straw pile. 
Then 
he remembered. 
The idea th a t grow ing potatoes 
under stra w m ight be a profitable 
farm practice didn’t dawm on him, 
though, until the end of the sea­ 
son. 
He had noticed 
th a t 
the 
vines kept green throughout th - 
season, 
through drought ar.cl w e’, 
spells, 
and 
stay ed 
green 
long 
a fter the potato vines out in the 
field had withered. 
And when at the roots of these I 
vines he discovered tubers 
thd t 
wTere larger and cleaner than the 
average growm in the field it oc- ; 
curred to him to try 
grow ing a J 
patch of potatoes under stra w the | 
nex t 
y ear. 
His 
father 
gladly 
helped in the ex periment. 
Again the potatoes under 
stra w 
did well, so w'ell th a t Mr. Steven­ 
son senior adopted the practice. 
And y ears later, w hen 
Joh n 
C. 
Stevenson struck oui for himself 
on 
another 
Pickaw ay / County 
farm, in the fertile Scioto Valley , 
he kept on 
straw ing 
potatoes. 
Now his y oungest 
son, 
George 
Stevenson, on the home farm , and 
J. B., his oldest son, 
on a farm 
nine miles aw ay , have ex tended 
, the practice ro the third 
genera­ 
tion of Stevensons. 
N early every farm er 
in

com m unity , in fact, has 
at 
one , 
, time or other in the past 
tw enty j 
I or th irty y ears tried grow ing

straw'.

of 
! them, how'ever, 
has 
turned 
out 
the y ields the Stevensons have. 
W hen the Ohio 300-Bushel Club 
came into ex istence in 19 25 under 
the auspices of the 
agricultural 
college ex tension 
service, 
John j 
Stevenson w as one of a score or 
m ore to apply 
for 
membership. 
H e was one of the three, it later 
developed, whose y ield 
qualified 
them for the 
honor. 
His 
19 25 j 
y ield, highest of the 
three, 
was , 
458 bushels an acre on tw o acres 
. 
(the acreage 
called for 
by 
the | 
rules oi 
the 
300-bushel 
potato 
club). 
The potatoes 
graded 
as 
follows:

His y ield j 
w as 49 7 bushels and 2;> 
pounds ( 
an acre on the required tw o acres J 
and about th a t average 
for 
the ! 
entire three-acre field. 
The other j 
son. J. B. Stevenson, turned out a , 
y ield of 365 bushels an acre. 
S tra w isn’t the only 
th ing re­ 
sponsible for y ields like th a t, Mr. j 
Stevenson will be 
quick 
to 
tell j 
y ou. 
W h a t is 
more 
im portant 
th an any thing else, in his opinion. 
is good seed. 
F or y ears he 
has 
hill-selected 
his own seed, carefully shunning 
the 
weak, 
undesirable 
plants. 
Now he has a strain of Carrnean 
th a t beats any thing else 
he has 
ever tried. 
Several times he has 
planted Northern-grown 
certified 
seed alongside 
his 
hill-selected 
home-grown seed and the 
Ste\- 
enson certified seed” 
has 
come 
out ahead every time. 
The seed is treated to prevent 
scab, then is cut for planting so 
th a t each piece has an ey e. 
It is 
planted, usually 
about M ay 1st 
a t the ra te of about 
15 
bushels 
to an acre. 
Before th a t the land has had a 
heavy application of m anure, this 
last vear one of 
22 loads an acre 
Fertilizer, 600 pounds 
of 
0-8-6 , 
w as a pplie d 
both broadcast and 
drilled in the row'. 
If necessary a cultivator is run 
through the field soon 
a fte r 
the 
potatoes have been planted. 
Two 
weeks afte r planting the s tra w is 
spread on, distributed 
evenly sc 
as to leave a six -inch lay er over 
the 
field. 
(Mr. 
Stevenson 
/e - 
stricts himself to three 
acres oi 
potatoes, by the w’ay , chiefly be­ 
cause he has straw 
enough 
only 
for th a t much land). 
Once the straw is spread n e ith ­ 
er hoe nor cultivator enters 
the 
field for the rc.-i of the season. 
The sole field 
operation, 
be­ 
tween straw ing and harvesting, is 
j dusting. 
The Stevensons are con- 
> vinced th a t dusting beats spray - 
i ing. 
Last y ear they dusted three 
! times. 
The harvested crop 
w as 
j as clean as a whistle, uniform in 
size, pleasant to look at. 
On« insect these str&wed pota- 


toes are not bothered with, 
cur­ 
iously enough, is the potato bug. 
Not long ago the Stevensons had 
a row' of straw'ed and one of un- 
straw ed potatoes grow ing side by 
side. 
P ota to bugs nearly ate up 
the unstraw'ed spuds but 
a t 
no 
time 
ventured 
over 
into 
the 
straw . 
It isn’t every farm er, Mr. S te v­ 
enson believes, th a t can afford to 
grow' potatoes 
under 
straw . 
In 
his judgm ent it 
takes 
a 
light, 
sandy loam, well drained, such as 
he has on his Scioto Valley farm. 
On a heavy , poorly 
drained 
soil 
the stra w m ight m ake m atte rs far 
worse in a w et season. 
The ex ­ 
perience of 
his 
neighbors 
has 
borne th a t out. 
Ty pical of the Stevensons in all 
their farm ing operations is their 
scientific curiosity . 
The Steven­ 
son boy s are forever ex perim ent­ 
ing, just as their fath er did y ears 
before when he first tried grow' 
ing potatoes under 
straw'. 
This 
love of ex perim enting, 
of 
being 
curious about all th a t goes on in 
the world about one. is \y hat. the 
professors of education call “the 
scientific attitude.” 
I have never 
heard a professor, how'ever, define 
that a ttitud e as ably as did Mr. 
Stevenson for me one 
day 
lasf 
fall w hen he said. “I like to w atch 
things grow and when they don’» 
grow I like to know' w hy .” 
T hat attitude, becoming a part 
of him early in life, m ay ex plain 
w'hy he has alw ay s liked to farm 
and wdiy three of 
hi 
stive 
sons 
now' like to farm - two 
of 
them 
on the home farm , the third on a 
farm nine miles distant. 
It m ay 
also help to ex p:a!n why , though 
he started w ithout 
a cent, 
Mr. 
Stevenson now owns 825 acres of 
fertile Pickaw ay County land. 
All th a t he has he has dug out 
of the 
ground 
by 
sticking 
to 
straight farm ing y ear a fte r y ear, 
raising about the sam e num ber of 
livestock 
and 
about 
the 
same 
acreage in staple 
crops 
through 
both lean and fa t y ears. 
There 
never has been 
a y ear, 
lie say s, 
when he h a sn't m ade money . 
His line fences have not delim­ 
ited his 
interests. 
For 
tw enty 
y ears he served on the local school 
board and for pa rt of th a t period 
on the county school board. 
He 
is a m em ber 
of 
the 
ex ecutive 
committee of 
the County 
F arm 
Bureau, director in the 
elevator 
and director of a bank 
and 
has 
served as township trustee. 
Varied as ais interests are his 
first love alw ay s w as and will be 
the land. 
He say s: 
“Somehow' I believe I can think 
straighter w'hen I ’m out

field, behind a drill or a plow.”
